lottery ticket 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. ( A P ) - 
Someone somewhere in Illinois 
today may bu y a 5 0-cent ticket 
to a million-dollar fortu ne. 
The first ticket in the state’s 
lottery went on sale in Chicago, 
where 
Roberta 
Walker, 
21, 
dau ghter of the gov ernor, pu r­ 
chased the ticket from blind 
v endor John Hu cko in the State 
of Illinois Bu ilding. 
Thou sands from all ov er the 
state are ex pected to spend the 
half a dollar to become part of a 
v ast collection of losers. The 
odds of becoming an instant 
millionaire are 30 million-to-1. 
Still, Ralph F. Batch, lottery 
su perintendent, said today he is 


optimistic that agents will sell 
six million tickets du ring the 
first week of sales. 
Tickets are av ailable at some 
7.5 00 ou tlets throu ghou t 
the 
state, inclu ding bars, su per­ 
markets, cafes and many other 
retail establishments. 
The first winning nu mbers 
will be drawn Au g. 8. 
Each 5 0-cent ticket holds the 
possibility of prizes ranging 
from $20 to $1 million, and lot­ 
tery officials ex pect some six 
million to be sold the first 
week. 
They are gambling on the 
pu blic’s gambling instinct to 
pu t some $60 million into the 


state's treasu ry in the coming 
y ear. 
“ It’s all part of that great 
dream, that dream ev ery one 
has of su ddenly hav ing a lot of 
dou gh.’’ say s Carlton Zu cker, 
the chairman of the Lottery 
Control Board. 
Illinois is the 11th state seek­ 
ing to cash in on the increas­ 
ingly popu lar lottery bu siness. 
Critics hav e described lot­ 
teries as a su cker bet for the 
gambler and a regressiv e tax 
that y ields only trifling rev e­ 
nu es for gov ernmental coffers. 
Bu t officials in many states 
hav e seized u pon the lottery as 
a nov el alternativ e to politically 


u npopu lar tax es. 
The first lottery drawing, to 
be held at the State F air­ 
grou nds, is ex pected to produ ce 
abou t 25 ,000 winners of the 
Weekly Lotto game, one of 
three games each ticket holder 
is eligible to win. 


The lotto games consists of 
fiv e nu mbers of two digits 
each. If three lotto nu mbers on 
a ticket match with any of the 
fiv e nu mbers drawn, the ticket 
holder wins $20. A match of 
fou r nu mbers wins $100, and a 
match of all fiv e wins $5 ,000. 
In the Weekly Bonanza game, 
three nu mbers consisting of 


three digits will be drawn. If 
two Bonanza nu mbers on a 
ticket match the winning nu m ­ 
bers, the holder q u alifies for a 
drawing the following week and 
prizes ranging from $1,000 to 
$300,000. The odds on winning 
$300.000 are one in six million. 


The sam e nu mbers drawn for 
the Bonanza gam e are u sed for 
the Millionaire drawing. If two 
of the millionaire nu mbers on a 
ticket match any two of the 
winning nu mbers, the holder 
will q u alify for a drawing held 
ev ery fiv e to six weeks for 
prizes ranging from $1.5 00 to $1 
million.

WASHINGTON (AP) — With 
approv al of two broad impeach­ 
ment articles behind it, the 
Hou se 
Ju diciary 
Committee 
opened debate today on wheth­ 
er President Nix on shou ld be 
charged as well for his refu sal 
to tu rn ov er su bpoenaed tape 
recordings and other materials 
to its inq u iry . 
The first impeachment article 
to be proposed by a Repu blican 
was offered by Rep. Robert 
McClory of Illinois, the minor­ 
ity ’s second-ranking member. 
The article said Nix on “has 
failed withou t lawfu l cau se or 
ex cu se’’ to produ ce the mater- 
als 
from 
147 
conv ersations 
which the committee sou ght in 
eight su bpoenas issu ed du ring 
April, May and Ju ne. 
“The prime ex ample of stone­ 
w alling 
is 
right 
the re ,’’ 
McClory told the committee on 
■ its 
six th day of nationally 
broadcast debate. 
In a bid to speed u p proceed­ 
ings, the panel agreed to a two- 
hou r limit for general debate 
on the proposal. 
Other proposed articles on 
Nix on’s personal finances and 
on the secret bombing of Cam ­ 
bodia were to be introdu ced lat­ 
er. Committee members were 
not su re if they cou ld finish 
their deliberations by tonight. 
The committee climax ed a 
12-hou r session Monday night 
by approv ing, 28 to 10, an a r­ 
ticle charging Nix on with v io­ 
lating his oath of office and his 
constitu tional du ties. 
McClory predicted in adv ance 
of debate that his proposed 
third article wou ld be approv ed 
22 to 16. 
“Congress 
itself is 
pitted 
against the ex ecu tiv e,’’ he said 
in defense of his proposal. He 
said ex ecu tiv e priv ilege “has 
no place in an impeachment in­ 
q u iry .’’

McClory ’s swing to the pro­ 
impeachment side Monday in 
the abu se of power debate pro­ 
du ced the most one-sided su b­ 
stantiv e v ote of the pu blic de­ 
liberations. 
Sev en Repu blicans joined the 
21 committee Democrats in 
su pport of the article, which 
many of them ju dged to be 
stronger than the obstru ction of 
ju stice article approv ed Satu r­ 
day , 27-11. 
“Ju st as a consistent abu se of 
power holds more danger for 
the 
repu blic 
than 
a 
single 
criminal act, so is this a far 
more seriou s charge than in the 
article already adopted,” said 
Rep. Lawrence J. Hogan, R- 
Md., a leading su pporter of Ar­ 
ticle II. 
Rep. Robert F. Drinan, D- 
Mass., called the com m ittee’s 
action “a v ictory for ju stice” 
and said history may compare 


it to the challenge of the Eng­ 
lish barons that led to the sign­ 
ing of the Magna Carta in 1215 , 
a milestone in the growth of po­ 
litical liberty in England. 
President Nix on’s su pporters 
on the panel v iewed the pro­ 
ceedings darkly . “ I ’m deeply 
concerned for the fu tu re of the 
presidency ,” said Rep. Delbert 
L. Latta, R-Ohio. 


Rep. Charles E. Wiggins, R- 
Calif., said the committee was 
taking a step toward parlia­ 
mentary gov ernment by basing 
impeachment on so v agu e a 
charge as abu se of presidential 
power.

a President takes to faithfu lly 
ex ecu te his office and to pre­ 
serv e, protect and defend the 
Constitu tion, and on the du ty 
the Constitu tion imposes on him 
to see that the laws are faith­ 
fu lly ex ecu ted. 


It charges Nix on with v iolat­ 
ing both his oath and his con­ 
stitu tional du ties by misu sing 
the Internal Rev enu e Serv ice, 
au thorizing illegal wiretaps, es­ 
tablishing a secret inv estigativ e 
u nit in the White Hou se that en­ 
gaged in u nlawfu l activ ities and 
interfering with inv estigations 
of the Watergate break-in and 
cov er-u p.

Senate moves on impeachment 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate has taken its first step 
toward a possible impeachment 
trial of President Nix on by ask­ 
ing the Ru les Committee to re ­ 
v iew procedu re and precedents 
and recommend necessary rev i­ 
sions. 
Chairman Howard W. Can­ 
non, D-Nev ., said the com­ 
mittee will begin work in closed 
session Wednesday . 
“ We will ex amine v ery care­ 
fu lly the ru les followed in the 
Johnson case,” he said, refer­ 
ring to the impeachment trial 
of President Andrew Johnson 
more than 100 y ears ago. 
Johnson was the only presi­ 
dent brou ght to trial in the Sen­ 
ate. The v ote in his case was 
one short of the two-thirds m a­ 
jority req u ired for conv iction 


and remov al from office. 
Cannon said in an interv iew 
that he already has been stu dy ­ 
ing the ru les and the prece­ 
dents and does not think many 
changes will be necessary if 
Nix on is brou ght to trial. 
Howev er, he said he will in­ 
v ite all senators to rev iew the 
ru les and su bmit any su ggested 
rev isions to his committee. 
A resolu tion adopted by the 
Senate Monday directed the 
committee to complete its re ­ 
v iew and make its recom m en­ 
dations by Sept. 1. 
The resolu tion was introdu ced 
by Majority Leader Mike Mans­ 
field, D-Mont., and Minority 
le a d e r Hu gh Scott, R-Pa., after 
they met for nearly two hou rs 
to discu ss steps to prepare for 
a Senate trial. 


Mansfield and Scott said they

This co u ld hav e wide effects o n 
what a Presiden t, an y Presiden t, o r­ 
ders his aides to withho ld in testi­ 
mo n y befo re Co n g ress. 
Tho u g h it do es, in a q u ite n arro w 
sen se, o p en the Presiden t’s files 
when cru cial fo r the p ro secu tio n o r 
defen se in crimin al trials where 
n atio n al secu rity wo u ld n o t 
be 
sp ecifically co mp ro mised, n o t to o 
mu ch sho u ld be made o f this p o in t. 
The issu e is n o t likely to co me u p 
freq u en tly . 
The decisio n in directly stren g th­ 
en s the p o sitio n o f Co n g ress v ersu s 
the Presiden cy . It v itally stren g then s 
the p o wer an d in flu en ce o f the Su ­ 
p reme Co u rt—an d g iv es the ju stices 
an d Bu rg er an o p p o rtu n ity to en ­ 
han ce the Co u rt’s ro le in o ther 
areas. 
There is a histo ry to this decisio n . 
Bu rg er is an admirer o f that g reat 
Chief Ju stice Jo hn Marshall who did 
mu ch in his day to establish the 
p restig e o f the Co u rt. Bu rg er has 
sp en t co n siderable time stu dy in g the 
techn iq u es Marshall u sed to achiev e 
this en d ag ain st the brillian t o p p o ­ 
sitio n o f Presiden t Thdfn as Jeffer­ 
so n , who o n ce wro te a frien d:

men t fro m which we sep arated . . . ” 
Desp ite Jefferso n ’s stro n g at­ 
tacks, an d his p o p u larity , Marshall 
an d the Su p reme Co u rt p rev ailed to 
beco me firmly established as in ter­ 
p reter o f the Co n stitu tio n . 
Bu rg er believ es this came as n o 
acciden t. He is co n v in ced Marshall 
lo o ked fo r a case which co u ld be 
u sed to stake o u t a p o werfu l ju ris­ 
dictio n fo r the Co u rt, then co n sid­ 
ered by man y as in heren tly to o weak 
to be o f mu ch co n seq u en ce. 
Bu rg er has made it clear that he 
believ es Marshall did the Co u rt an d

Bu t it was Ku wait’s well-mean ­ 
in g , clu msy p ro p o sal fo r Arab mili­ 
tary help to Leban o n that p arado x i­ 
cally su cceeded in driv in g a wedg e 
between Leban ese an d Palestin ian s 
at the recen t meetin g o f the Arab 
Leag u e defen se co u n cil in Cairo . 
Leban o n , trap p ed in a co mp lex o f 
co n tradicto ry p o licies, do es n o t wan t 
to p ro v ide co n sp icu o u s military tar­ 
g ets fo r Israel, bu t the Palestin ian s 
seem determin ed to o btain so p histi­ 
cated weap o n s fo r the defen se o f 
their refu g ee camp s. 
Abo v e all, an d desp ite co n sidera­ 
ble Arab p ressu re, the g u errillas re­ 
fu sed to g iv e an assu ran ce at Cairo 
that they wo u ld cease their attacks 
o n Israel—esp ecially by their su i­ 
cide sq u ads o p eratin g in side Israeli 
territo ry . 
It was so o n after the attack o n 
Ly dda airp o rt in May , 1972, an d p er­ 
hap s becau se o f the widesp read crit- 
icims o f the u se o f Jap an ese kami­ 
kazes, that the v ario u s co mman do 
g ro u p s, in clu din g the mo derate Fa­ 
tah, beg an train in g their o wn su icide 
sq u ads. 
These q u ickly became the elite 
co rp s o f the g u errilla mo v emen t, 
with recru its co mp etin g fo r admis­ 
sio n . On ly half the terro rists killed 
hav e been Palestin ian s. This was a 
deliberate attemp t to p ro v e the p an - 
Arab n atu re o f the Palestin ian 
cau se, an d there.has been n o lack o f 
recru its fro m Iraq , Sy ria an d Eg y p t. 
The Palestin ian s are p ro du cts o f 
the refu g ee camp s an d like the n o n - 
Palestin ian s, are in their early 20’s, 
hav e a hig h-scho o l edu catio n an d 
are o f lo wer middle-class o r middle- 
class backg ro u n d. 
On e o f the Palestin ian members 
o f each u n it u su ally sp eaks Hebrew 
an d has liv ed u n der Israeli ru le in 
the area o f the p lace to be attacked. 
The g u errilla mo v emen t is well 
p leased with the resu lts o f its mem­ 
bers' su icide attacks. By fo rcin g the 
Israelis to p ro v ide armed g u ards fo r 
scho o ls an d scho o l ex cu rsio n s an d to 
raise a lo cal militia, the attacks 
hav e su cceeded in makin g the cam ­ 
p aig n imp in g e co n tin u o u sly o n the 
o rdin ary Israeli family . 
With men ready to g o in , the 
g u errillas are u n likely to freeze all 
o p eratio n s. An d sin ce the Israeli 
g o v ern men t ho lds Leban o n resp o n ­ 
sible fo r terro rist attcks wherev er 
carried o u t, 
Leban o n ’s 
military 
dilemma can o n ly g et mo re acu te.

Cy p ru s has been the v ictim o f g e­ 
o g rap hy fo r 3,000 y ears—an d histo ry 
has alway s len t a hu rtfu l han d, to o . 
This p redo min an tly Greek islan d is 
o n ly 5 0-o dd miles fro m the Tu rkish 
main lan d, bu t it is 600 miles fro m 
Athen s. 
It may lo o k o n ly a sp eck o n the 
map , bu t co n temp o rary g eo p o litical 
facto rs g iv e it a strateg ic sig n ifi­ 
can ce o u t o f all p ro p o rtio n to its size. 
Arg u ably , n o co u n try so min u scu le 
has p ro v ided the wo rld’s p ress with 
mo re headlin es, u su ally alarmin g 
o n es, o v er the p ast 20 y ears. 
Priv ately , the Cy p rio ts, sp o n ta­ 
n eo u s, v o latile, theatrical, 
hav e 
rather en jo y ed it—u p to n o w. 
At the o u tset it is imp o rtan t to u n ­ 
derstan d what Cy p ru s is n o t. It is a 
state, bu t n o t a n atio n . In deed, to 
talk abo u t the Cy p rio ts g en erically 
is almo st misleadin g . The p o p u la­ 
tio n is made u p o f so me 5 20,000 Cy p ­ 
rio t Greeks, an d so me 120,000 Cy p ri­ 
o t Tu rks (p lu s a few tho u san d Arme­ 
n ian s an d British). 
After 14 y ears as a so v ereig n , in ­ 
dep en den t state, Cy p ru s still do es 
n o t hav e a n atio n al an them; an d the 
p allid Cy p ru s flag is sig n ifican tly 
absen t o n o ccasio n s o f n atio n al fer­ 
v o r. It is the blu e an d white co lo rs o f 
Greece o r the blazin g crimso n o f 
Tu rkey that do min ate p o litical g ath­ 
erin g s. 
In 1960 the ho p e was that the two 
co mmu n ities wo u ld liv e in p artn er­ 
ship , an d that the hy brid state, 
hatched at the Zu rich an d Lo n do n 


co n feren ces o f the p rev io u s y ear, 
wo u ld fo rm a bo n d o f frien dship , 
rather than an ap p le o f disco rd, be­ 
tween Athen s an d An kara. 
This illu sio n was bru tally shat­ 
tered du rin g Christmas week, 1963, 
when sav ag e fig htin g in Nico sia be­ 
tween Greek an d Tu rkish armed 
ban ds tu rn ed the to u rist islan d o f 
Ap hro dite in to a cau ldro n o f hatred. 
(The Greek Cy p rio ts, as the Tu rks 
are alway s eag er to p o in t o u t, were 
mu ch the mo re heav ily armed an d 
better p rep ared an d the Tu rks in ev ­ 
itably were battered—bu t n o t su bju ­ 
g ated.) 
After a g reat in tern atio n al flu rry , 
a Un ited Natio n s p eacekeep in g fo rce 
was ru shed to the scen e, with a man ­ 
date fo r three mo n ths. To day , o v er 
10 y ears later, it is still there, an d 
lo o ks like bein g there p erman en tly . 
There are, in fact, n o w six differ­ 
en t armies (o r armed co n tin g en ts) 
o n the islan d, which fo r a p lace 
mu ch less than half the size o f Wales 
seems a disp ro p o rtio n ate co n cen tra­ 
tio n o f military man p o wer: the 
Greek Cy p rio t Natio n al Gu ard, the 
Tu rkish Cy p rio t Fig htin g Fo rce, the 
o fficial Greek (main lan d) co n tin ­ 
g en t, a co rresp o n din g Tu rkish co n ­ 
tin g en t, the British g arriso n at the 
so v ereig n bases an d the UN fo rce. 
An d, fo r g o o d measu re, there are 
still o n e o r two p riv ate armies (v ery 
small in size bu t p o ten tially dan g er­ 
o u s p o litically ), p lu s the p ara-mili­ 
tary Po lice Tactical Reserv e, which 
was the stro n g arm o f Presiden t 
Makario s’ g o v ern men t.

Acco rdin g to Rep . 
Hen ry S. 
Reu ss, D-Wis., a member o f the 
Ho u se Ban kin g an d Cu rren cy Co m­ 
mittee an d chairman o f the Jo in t In ­ 
tern atio n al Eco n o mics Su bco mmit­ 
tee, at a time o f sho rtag es an d wo rs­ 
en in g in flatio n in this co u n try , a slew 
o f g o v ern men t ag en cies—“like so 
man y ro g u e elep han ts crashin g 
thro u g h the can ebrake” —are ac­ 
tiv ely su bsidizin g the ex p o rt o f 
scarce g o o ds an d eq u ally scarce 
credit. 
The Co mmo dity Credit Co rp ., fo r 
ex amp le, u n abashed by the Ru ssian 
wheat fiasco o f 1972, co n tin u es to 
len d American do llars to fo reig n 
co u n tries so that they can bu y 
American wheat, so y bean s an d o th­ 
er scarce co mmo dities at disco u n t 
p rices. 
In the fiscal y ear that en ded o n 
Ju n e 30, the CCC issu ed $28 6 millio n 
in n ew credits. Ev en mo re asto u n d­ 
in g , he say s, the Dep artmen t o f Ag ­ 
ricu ltu re is n o w p rep arin g a big p ro ­ 
mo tio n camp aig n fo r the cu rren t fis­ 
cal y ear fo r $415 millio n in n ew cred­ 
its. 
Who are the ben eficiaries o f this 
larg esse? On e o f them is o il-rich 
Iran , which last y ear g o t a CCC-ad- 
m in istered, $45 -millio n , 15 -y ear 
lo an to bu y U.S. wheat. 
“While the Iran ian s g o u g e the 
American s o n o il,” writes Reu ss in 
the New Yo rk Times mag azin e, “the 
CCC g o u g es the American s o n 
wheat! 
“With o u r wheat dissip ated, o f 
co u rse, bread p rices here rise. With 
o u r credit div erted to Iran , o f 
co u rse, ho u sin g here lan g u ishes. 
With o u r g rain reserv es g o n e, ho p e 
o f help in g the starv in g millio n s o f 
the Sahara marg in an d o f the In dian 
su bco n tin en t dwin dles. An d, o f 
co u rse, the tax p ay ers p ay fo r the 
p ro g ram.” 
Or take tiie Ex p o rt-lmp o rt Ban k. 
It recen tly g u aran teed a $48 -millio n , 


7 -to -10-y ear lo an at 6 p er cen t to 
West German y ’s Lu fthan sa airlin e 
to p u rchase wide-bo died jets. Sin ce 
West German y is cho kin g with re­ 
serv es an d the mark is v ery so u n d, 
say s the co n g ressman , German y 
sho u ld o bv io u sly hav e bo u g ht the 
p lan es fo r cash. 
The Ex -Im Ban k is also makin g 
cu t-rate, tax p ay er-su bsidized lo an s 
to Jap an fo r co mmercial aircraft, 
fo r n u clear p o wer p lan t fu el an d fo r 
co tto n at a time when sho rtag es are 
cau sin g the co st o f co tto n g o o ds in 
this co u n try to so ar. 


Or take the In tern al Rev en u e 
Serv ice’s 
Do mestic 
In tern atio n al 
Sales Co rp . (DISC), which was cre­ 
ated back in 1971 when we were still 
labo rin g u n der fix ed ex chan g e 
rates. DISC g iv es a tax defermen t to 
American co mp an ies to in du ce them 
to ex p an d ex p o rts, bu t freq u en tly 
these ex p o rts are scarce items like 
lu mber, p ly wo o d o r scrap , who se do ­ 
mestic p rices, ag ain , are driv en u p . 
No t that free trade itself is n o t a 
wo rthwhile g o al, say s Reu ss. It p ro ­ 
v ides mo re g o o ds fo r lo wer p rices, 
jo bs fo r American wo rkers an d the 
mo st efficien t u se o f wo rld re­ 
so u rces. Bu t the cu rren t admin istra­ 
tio n p o licy o f in discrimin ately su bsi­ 
dizin g ex p o rts is, to p u t it mildly , 
misg u ided. 
A fin al iro n y , he say s, is that the 
Federal Reserv e is n o w so wo rried 
abo u t ex cessiv e ex p o rts that it 
wan ts to in terv en e in the market 
to raise the do llar’s ex chan g e 
rate. 
. 
Wo u ld it n o t be mo re sen sible, he 
asks, to cu t do wn o n the ex cessiv e 
ex p o rts in the first p lace by cu rtail­ 
in g the ag en cies that are u sin g tax ­ 
p ay ers’ do llars to brin g them abo u t? 
On e mig ht add an o ther iro n y — 
the fact that fo reig n aid p ro g rams to 
co u n tries that really n eed o u r help , 
p ro g rams that n o w rep resen t the 
merest fractio n o f o u r Gro ss Natio n ­ 
al Pro du ct, are alway s amo n g the 
first thin g s to g et the ax by an 
“eco n o my -min ded” Co n g ress at the 
behest o f an o u trag ed p u blic. 


The wry co mmen t that ev ery 
Cy p rio t reg ards a g u n rather as an 
En g lishman reg ards his u mbrella is 
as v alid as ev er. 


Nev ertheless, the islan d, believ e 
it o r n o t, has been an o ddly hap p y 
p lace. If that claim seems the u lti­ 
mate in irratio n ality , it is an o ther 
way o f say in g that an y stu den t o f 
p o litics who is attracted by the p ara­ 
do x ical will fin d Cy p ru s a su bject o f 
in ex hau stible fascin atio n . A co u n try 
where the head o f the chu rch has al­ 
so been the head o f state—an d in 
tactical allian ce with the co m­ 
mu n ists—p lain ly do es n o t co n fo rm 
to accep ted p o litical n o rms. 


Yet fo r a small third-wo rld state 
Cy p ru s can bo ast able admin istra­ 
to rs (o n e o f the better by -p ro du cts o f 
British co lo n ial ru le) an d a p letho ra 
o f talen t in the co mmercial field. Its 
citizen s may be v o latile, bu t—as 
tho u san ds o f to u rists can testify —its 
ho sp itality is o v erwhelmin g . If it 
so rted itself o u t p o litically it co u ld 
g o p laces. Alas, this is a big “if.” 
Perhap s, in time, a sen se o f Cy p rio t 
n atio n ho o d will emerg e; bu t man y 
so u n d ju dg es are skep tical abo u t 
that. 


Mean while, the p rev alen t idea is 
that, desp ite the blo o dy ev en ts o f the 
p ast few day s, the islan d sho u ld re­ 
main an in dep en den t, so v ereig n 
state—en jo y in g an d ex p lo itin g its 
300 day s o f su n shin e ev ery y ear.

Welco me 
to America, welco me to Waterg ate. 
In its best day s the Christian 
co mmu n ity has p o in ted o u t the sin 
an d frailty o f all men in reg ard to 
false witn ess. Lu ther so u n ds like he 
was writin g fro m abo v e the Po to ­ 
mac when he said: 
“This ev il is so p rev alen t to day 
that I am afraid that n o co u rt is held 
an d n o su it tried bu t that o n e p arty 
sin s ag ain st this co mman dmen t. An d 
ev en if they can n o t brin g it o ff, they 
still hav e the u n rig hteo u s sp irit an d 
determin atio n to wan t the rig hteo u s 
cau se o f their n eig hbo r to be lo st— 
an d their o wn u n rig hteo u s cau se to 
win .” 
Bearin g false witn ess is the p iv o ­ 
tal charg e thro u g ho u t the imp each­ 
men t hearin g s befo re Co n g ress. The 
main q u estio n : who is tellin g the 
tru th an d who is ly in g ? There is n o 
o ther majo r issu e an d the tran ­ 
scrip ts, so far, in dicate that so me 
witn esses co u ld o n ly lie fo r a while, 
an d they then faced u p to the tru th. 
Co n sisten t ly in g takes p len ty o f de­ 
termin atio n .

‘decep tio n ’ the who le art o f p ro p a­ 
g an da, whether it co n sists o f half- 
tru ths, lies, ambig u ities, ev asio n s, 
calcu lated silen ce, red-herrin g s, u n ­ 
resp o n siv en ess, slo g an s, catch­ 
wo rds, sho wman ship , etc.” 
Lu ther may n o t be in y o u r library 
bu t his wo rds sho u ld be in y o u r 
min d. Here is en o u g h fo r the rest o f 
the su mmer: 
“ (False witn ess) hap p en s p artic­ 
u larly in tho se cases where the o p p o - 
. n en t is a p ro min en t man o r an en e­ 
my . A man wan ts to av en g e himself 
o n his en emy , bu t n o o n e wan ts to in ­ 
cu r the ill will o f a p u blic fig u re An d 
then beg in s the flatterin g an d fawn ­ 
in g , o r the su p p ressio n o f tru th. No 
o n e is willin g to ru n the risk o f disfa­ 
v o r o r disp leasu re, damag e o r dan ­ 
g er, fo r the sake o f tru th. An d so the 
co mman dmen t o f Go d g o es by the 
bo ard.” 
Lu ther, an d Mo ses as well, kn ew 
all abo u t p ay -o ffs an d shu t-u p mo n ­ 
ey . So Lu ther co n clu ded: 
“Ho w man y are there in additio n 
who allo w themselv es to be silen ced 
an d led fro m the p ath o f tru th by 
p resen ts an d g ifts! The resu lt is that 
it is ev ery where a n o ble, g reat, an d 
rare wo rk n o t to be a false witn ess 
ag ain st o n e’s n eig hbo r.”

The bo ttle pro bably co n­ 
tained so me k ind o f a co la and there is no real sig nificance 
to it, bu t Mrs. Beck ing ham claim s she lik es it. The 
“Sm ile" bo ttle was dated Ju ly 11,19 22. 
No t all o f the bo ttles hav e been fo u nd in the Dix o n 
area. Sev eral bo ttles fro m the Sterling , Ottawa and fro m 
Clinto n, Io wa area hav e been fo u nd. The bo ttle fro m the 
mo st distant po int is o ne fro m Eastm an Spring s Bev erag e 
Co mpany , Bento n Harbo r, Mich. 
Other bo ttles fro m the Dix o n area inclu de tho se fro m 
the Blu e Label Co mpany , Dix o n Bo ttling Co mpany , F. J. 
Fink ler Co mpany and the F. C. Lang ’s Co mpany . 
There was also a bo ttle u sed fo r Plu to W ater, Ameri­ 
c a ’s first phy sic. On the bo tto m o f this bo ttle was the dev il, 
“ Plu to .” 
Sev eral o f the bo ttles were squ are and it is believ ed 
that these mig ht hav e co ntained a m alt liqu o r. Ano ther 
bo ttle fro m the Su nsweet Co mpany said that the patent 
was being applied fo r bu t the co ntents o f the bo ttle is u n­ 
k no wn.

o f his o wn . Dr. LeRo y Lev itt 
Mo n day accu sed the co mmis­ 
sio n o f “seekin g sen satio n al 
co n clu sio n s to make headlin es 
an d thu s ju stify their ex is- 


ten ce.” 
He charg ed tha the ILIC 
larg ely ig n o red p atho lo g ists re­ 
p o rts in detailin g six deaths 
an d made “u n p ro v en alleg a­ 
tio n s...in sp ite o f clin ical ev i­ 
den ce to the co n trary .” 
A p hy sician was in dicted by a 
Kan e Co u n ty g ran d ju ry o n two 
co u n ts o f reckless co n du ct in 
co n n ectio n with o n e death. He 
was g iv en leav e fro m the ho sp i­ 
tal. 
Lev itt’s resp o n se said the 
ILIC fin din g that ex cessiv e me­ 
dicatio n was resp o n sible fo r the 
death “had n o clin ical fo u n da­ 
tio n .” He also cited au to p sy re­ 


p o rts. 
To an o u tside o bserv er, Lev ­ 
itt said, a 
men tal ho sp ital 
“do es, in deed, lo o k like a m ad­ 
ho u se.” 
He charg ed that the co mmis­ 
sio n staff, lackin g backg ro u n d 
in men tal health wo rk, ig n o red 
the o p in io n an d p ersp ectiv e o f 
p ro fessio n als in reachin g its 
co n clu sio n s. 
“At first blu sh, it seems like 
it is an ex tremely diso rg an ized 
han dlin g o f p atien ts, bu t it 
takes so me kin d o f p erso n al ex ­ 
p erien ce to u n derstan d this,” 
Lev itt said.

After our five-year research 
had ended, we both came back 
to Northwestern 
to

teaching at Evanston. 
The new head of the depart­ 
ment was a sociable fellow, who 
asked 
me 
to 
direct 
our 
psychology laboratory and also 
teach various courses. 
‘‘D r. C rane,” he added, 
‘‘we’d also like for you to offer a 
new course on the history of 
psychology for graduate stu­ 
dents. 
‘‘Wh at d o y o u say ?” 
Well, I thanked him but side­ 
stepped developing that course 
since my primary interest lay 
in applied psychology, as ad­ 
vertising, salesmanship, per­ 
sonnel administration and child 
development. 
Actually, I could have con­ 
densed 
the 
history 
of 
psychology into 60 minutes! 
As an exponent of efficiency 
engineeering, I disliked trying 
to string out a 60-minute digest 
into 17 weeks! 
For this was what I deemed 
‘‘Educational 
Featherbeddi- 
: n g !” 
Oh, I could easily have select­ 
ed at least 17 of the leading pi­ 
oneers in psychology, starting 
with Aristotle. 
And 
then 
might 
have 
assisgned 
the 
graduate 
students 
onerous 
lib rary 
reading, plus a term paper on 
one 
or 
another 
of 
those 
pioneers. 
But such impracticality was 
not my cup of tea! 
Yet it appeals to many ‘‘ivory 
tower” professors who like to 
pontificate in classrooms and 
thus avoid the rigorous work­ 
aday world where you must 
m anufacture or sell useful 
. items such as life insurance, 
stocks and bonds, shoes or 
other 
merchandise, 
services 
and even newspapers. 
Like William Jam es, I prefer 
to stress practical education 
that is focussed on the daily 


problems of everyday life. 
Which, incidentally, is why I 
launched this “ Worry Clinic,” 
to vaccinate literate Americans 
against divorce, delinquency, 
neuroses and unhappiness. 


For five years I worked with 
speech correction while a re­ 
search psychologist in Wash­ 
ington and later at Sm ith 
College in Northampton, Mas­ 
sachusetts. 


But I resented the expensive 
and drawn out treatments of 
such 
things as 
functional 
stuttering, just as I opposed 
stringing out a 60-minute digest 
into a 17-weeks’ course on the 
history of psychology. 


So I developed that famous 
“ Stutter Triangle,” now widely 
used and 
explained 
in 
my 
college textbooks. 
It can stop functional stut­ 
tering in 30 seconds! 
And via the Demosthenes 
technique! 


Yet my column was then 
cancelled at Minneapolis be­ 
cause of pressure from speech 
therapists, who preferred to 
string out the visits to a speech 
teacher and thus screamed in 
protest at my ‘‘unorthodox 
ideas!”

The National Football League 
players’ strike entered a criti­ 
cal stage today with the re­ 
sumption of talks and rank-and- 
file criticism of the players as­ 
sociation's negotiating tactics. 
Efforts to settle the 30-day- 
old strike were scheduled to re­ 
sume this afternoon in Wash­ 
ington, D.C.. under supervision 
of the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation 
Service’s 
chief, 
W .J. Usery. 
Usery met Monday with rep­ 
resentatives of the N FL Play­ 
ers Association and planned to 
talk with the N FL Management 
Council, bargaining agent for 
the owners, today before re­ 
suming negotiations. 
Usery said he hoped now that 
“ we can get both sides down to 
hard, 
good-faith 
bargaining. 
That is what we desire and are 
working for and we hope an 
agreement 
can 
be 
con­ 
summated.” 
Meanwhile in Chicago, offen­ 
sive tackle Bob Asher said "it’s 
getting obvious we’ve lost the 
strike. The owners aren’t budg­ 
ing 
“ I feel Ed Garvey (the play­ 
ers association’s executive di­ 
rector) is blowing it. He came 
into this thing with such hard- 
nosed tactics, using freedom as 


the theme, that the good points 
of our stand have been dis­ 
guised.” 
Asher said “ ... by ignoring 
the public with the ‘No Free­ 
dom, No Football’ approach, 
probably 80 per cent of the pub­ 
lic is against us.” 
Some hope for compromise, 
however, was seen Monday in a 
statement issued under N FLPA 
President Bill Curry’s name. 
“ We sincerely believe that, at 
this time, an agreement can be 
reached,” the statement said. 
In the training camps, the 
flock of defections from the 
strike continued, most notably 
in Latrobe, Pa., where seven 
veterans, led by quarterback 
Joe Gilliam, joined the Pitts­ 
burgh Steelers’ camp. 
Another 
notable 
defection 
was that of quarterback Greg 
Landry, who joined Detroit's 
Bloomfield Hills, Mich., camp 
where the death of Coach Don 
McCafferty was thought 
to 
have ended the solidarity of the 
Lions’ strike. 
The Lions announced Monday 
that assistant coach Rick For­ 
zano would become the interim 
successor to McCafferty. 
Jerry Tagge of the Green 


Bay Packers and Craig Morton 
of the Dallas Cowboys joined 
Gilliam and Landry as quarter­ 
backs abandoning the strike. 
Morton said his decision to 
join practice was not an at­ 
tempt to take the starting quar­ 
terback job from Roger Stau- 
bach. 
Pat Matson, player represen­ 
tative for the Cincinnati Ben 
gals, said he felt his team could 
be considered in disfavor by 
other teams because of the 25 
veterans now in camp at W il­ 
mington, Ohio. 
“ I think there’s a good possi­ 
bility the Bengals are regarded 
as scabs,” Matson said. 
Two nonstarting Minnesota 
Viking veterans reported to 
summer training camp, while 
four Rams nonstarters turned 
up at the Rams’ camp at Full­ 
erton, Calif., bringing to 11 the 
veterans, all non-starters last 
year, in that camp. 
Two more Cleveland Browns 
veterans reported, bringing the 
the number in that camp to 17. 
Atlanta wide receiver Preston 
Riley Monday became the 12th 
veteran Falcon to report. At 
least six other teams had one 
veteran each report Monday.

— Shortly after he was a pall­ 
bearer in Dizzy Dean’s funeral, 
Ken Smith dropped a birthday 
card in the mail to Casey Sten­ 
gel, who is 84 today. 
“ Old Diz” was never a close 
friend of Smith’s, nor is Sten­ 
gel. But Ken Smith is director 
of the National Baseball Hall of 
Fame and part of his job is 
“ looking after our boys,” from 
the time they’re voted into the 
Hall. 
“ I ’ve always felt completely 
at home with the players. I ’ve 
put my whole life into it,” said 
Smith, 72, who was a New York 
sports writer 38 years before 
joining the Hall in 1964. 
In two weeks, Smith will 
bring six more former baseball 
greats into the hall, including 
two of Stengel’s New York Yan­ 
kee stars, Mickey Mantle and 
Whitey Ford. Others to be in­ 
ducted into the Hall of Fame 
Aug. 12 are old-timers Samuel 
Thompson of the Philadelphia 
Phillies and James Bottomley 
of the St. Louis Cardinals, both 
deceased; John (Jocko) Conlan, 
a veteran National League um­ 
pire; and James “ Cool Papa” 
Bell, who played for a St. Louis 
team in the Negro baseball 
leagues. 
A second feature of the day 


will be the annual Hall of Fame 
Game, which this year features 
the Chicago White Sox and the 
Atlanta Braves. Atlanta slugger 
Henry Aaron, baseball’s home 
run king, is certain to be back 
in the village five years from 
now for his own induction. 
Handling arrangements for 
the induction and game, which 
attract more than 100 writers 
and broadcasters and about 10,- 
000 fans, is the highlight of 
Smith’s job. 
But being director of the Hall 
of Fame encompasses many 
other duties, including speaking 
engagements, searches for arti­ 
facts and serving as a liasion 
between baseball’s past and 
present. 
Sending birthday greetings to 
the 45 living members of the 
Hall—101 
are 
deceased—is 
Smith’s way of personalizing an 
institution that exists primarily 
to preserve memories. And as 
he was at Dean’s funeral in 
Mississippi, Smith is there to 
see “ our boys” to rest. 
Often, he is criticized by fans 
who think their favorite star 
should have been voted into the 
Hall. But voting is done by the 
Baseball Writers’ Association of 
America and committees that 
select veterans and players 
from the Negro leagues.

NEW YORK — tNEA) — In all im­ 
modesty Anaxilas of Rhegium, referred 
to in history books as “ the Sicilian 
tyrant,” had a silver coin minted in 480 
B.C. to honor his Olympic victory in a 
chariot race. 
Some 2,500 years after nasty Anaxilas 
was credited with striking the first coin 
to commemorate a sporting event, such 
activity has become an important aspect 
of the Olympic Games to be held in 
Montreal in 1976, and perhaps integral to 
saving the concept of the Olympics 
overall. 


Canada has launched a program to 
make the ’76 Games financially self-suf­ 
ficient through the world-wide sale of 
commemorative coins. 
It is estimated that over 80 per cent ot 
the amount necessary to pay Canada’s 
projected Olympic bill of $310 million will 
come from coin sales. The rest of the 
seven million dollars and change will 
come from the sale of special stamps, a 
national lottery and merchandising tie 
ins. 
The idea is that if the organizing 
Olympic committees in the various na­ 
tions can raise the money themselves to 
send their athletic troops off to do 
sporting combat, then governments (who 
have invariably picked up the tab) will 
have less to say about their teams, and 
thus the tainted aspect of nationalism 
will diminish. 
And so, it is hoped, will incidents like 
that 
in 
which 
the 
African 
nations 
threatened to boycott the Munich ’72 


Olympics unless the Rhodesian team 
(because of its government’s apartheid 
philosophy) was evicted. 
Rhodesia’s 
team, which included some 10 blacks, 
was forced to leave the Olympic Village. 
It is hoped that with independent 
financing there will never be a recur­ 
rence of the 1936 Berlin Olympics, for 
example, which was used by Hitler as a 
showcase for his militarism and racism. 
And it is hoped that the spirit of 
brotherhood and not nationhood will 
shine through finally in the Olympics. It 
has been the dream of some Olympic 
organizers, but rarely has such stuff 
surfaced. 


“ From these Olympics forward 
maybe we will be able to recognize a 
man, and not necessarily a man for an 
African, or an American, or anything 
else,” said Roger Roseau, president and 
commissioner general of the Organizing 
Committee of the 1976 Summer Olympic 
Games. 
“ I think we can get on the road to this 
when the people of the world are helping 
to finance the athletes instead of the 
governments.” 
Rosseau added that with the sale of 
commemorative coins — minted in $5 
and $10 denominations, any 
nation, 
regardless of size, would be able to 
finance an Olympics. Previously only 
major cities of the world have been able 
to support a summer Olympics. 
Financing is not the sole reason for 
the attitudes of extreme nationalism 
There remains the impetus for national­ 
ism by such things as the playing of the 
national anthem as the winning athlete 


stands on the victory platform. There is 
also the opening and closing ceremonies 
in which athletes walk into the stadium 
by country, behind their nation’s flag, the 
wearing of national uniforms, and the * 
preoccupation of the world press with* 
keeping the standings of national per-* 
formance. 
“ It’s unfortunate that such point 
standings must be kept,” said Rousseau, 
“ because it creates unnecessary atten- * 
tion beyond the athletic field. 
“ But 
I see nothing wrong 
with 
maintaining the traditions of nations. 1^ 
think flags and anthems are good. Any* 
good performer needs an audience, and * 
this is his moment of glory. As for 
uniforms, well, something like all white, 
or colors for the specific sports would be 
too general. I mean, athletes need some 
pride of individuality.” 
Rosseau was asked if he had dis­ 
cussed these thoughts with any Olympic; 
athletes, osseau, a white-haired, 53-year- 
old one-time Canadian ambassador to a 
few African countries, said no. But isn’t 
the coin concept part of the large scope ot 
making the Olympics more for athletes 
and less for nations? And hasn’t a major 
contention of the athletes been that there 
is a gap between themselves and the dis­ 
tant, older organizers? 
“ Athletes,” said Rosseau, “ are not 
very mature. It’s not easy to talk 
philosophically with them A pole vaulter 
would rather talk about his pole — that 
sort of thing.” 
One wonders how the Olympic 
charioteer Anaxilas, rugged ruler of 
Rhegium and minter coins, would have 
responded to such patronage.
